‘ Sin,—We desire, through your columns, . to 
present a plajn|statement of facts to.the consid- 
eration of the authorities and people of British 
Columbia, and |will thank you for the necessary 
space. We shall avoid as much as possible all 
comment, and |leave the facts to tell the story of 
the injuries and injustice to which we have been, 
and still |are, subject. 

The public welfare and the welfare of: this 
Colony are not} less interested than -we are our- 
selves in the important questions involved in the 
late trials, Wright rs. Cranford at Lillooet, and 
Crantord vs. Wright at New Westminster. And 
the authorities and people of British Columbia 
are asked to carefully consider the following 
facts, not only out of regard to the parties im- 
mediately interested, but also because they are 
matters of the deepest interest to the Colony, 
and to every min who has a stake in its welfare. 
If a law of imprisonment exists here, which, as 
construed by Judge Begbie, is a violation of the 
very axioms of British Law, it must be swept 
away. If the law which governs common car- 
riers here be different from what it is in other 
parts of the British Empire, revision must be de- 
manded, for in no country does so much depend up- 
on the faithful performance 
their duties. But if the law as applied to common

Lil- 
lovet in less than 80 days, while nearly the whole 
of them were detained Inuch longer, about one 
third of the whole havitig been detained from 60 
to 75 days.. Mr. Cranford succeeded jin start- 
ing the first 20,000 ts ia June, and es- 
tablished his store at Williams Creek (in charge 
ot his brother, J. P. Cranford, who went up to 
conduct his business, becabse he was himeelf 
lame from an attack of rheumatism. , All |the 
goods which wereé’first sent to Williams Creek 
were sold at good prides, and therefore, notwith- 
standing the delays, J Cranford made no claims 
for those. 
Between June 18th and 28th over 52,000 Ibs., 
were consigned to G. B..
